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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1/3/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. With regard to the applicant's argument that Kondo discloses neither that 1 ) 
a zone shift is determined using block shift information from block based coding nor 2) 
that a reliability of the zone shift determination is used to decide whether to use the 
image zone or not. The examiner respectfully disagrees. 

1 . Since Kondo discloses (col. 2, In. 1-4 and col. 8, In. 6-30) that the motion 
vector of each macroblock is discriminated by using a decision by the majority and the 
motion vectors as major vectors are used as motion vectors for the camera shake. It is 
the examiner's position that the motion vectors as defined as major motion vectors 
represent a block shift information and clearly is derived from block based coding, 
further more, the major motion vectors will then be used as a camera shake correction 
to correct the whole image or zone which is a bigger area than a block; and 

2. Kondo discloses (col. 9, In. 26-35) when a evaluation value and motion vector 
are compared to respective thresholds and found to be both less than thresholds, it is 
judged that the camera stands still, or no camera shake then no need for correction, or 
the above two values are used as a reliability of the zone shift determination is used to 
decide whether to use the image zone or not. 

The examiner maintains his rejections with regard to claims 16, 27-28. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102

3. Claims 16, 27 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Kondo (US 5,926,212) as set forth in the previous Office Action.
